Last ifear's package Bows can i 
into a charming decoration for 

'What you need: 


twelve pre-made package bow r s 
in various sizes and colors 


green poster board 
(or you can paint white 
poster board green) 


white glue 


hole punch 


white rickrack 
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Use the pencil to draw the 
outline of the tree around 
the bows. Add a trunk to the 
bottom of the tree. Cut out 
the tree. 


If you have a very large supply of 
bows, you might want to try making 
a bigger tree. 


Cut a 6-inch (15-cm) 
piece of yarn to make 
a hanger for the tree. 

Punch a hole through 
the top of the tree. Thread one 
end of the yarn through the hole 
and tie the two ends together. 


®What you do: 


Cut a pretty base for the 
bottom of the tree from the 
red felt. Glue the base over 
the trunk of the tree. Decorate 
the base with rickrack. 


Arrange the bows on the 
poster board in the triangle 
shape of a Christmas tree. 
Use the larger bows along 
the bottom of the tree. Glue 
the bows in place. Let the 
glue dry before continuing. 





Stick Wreath

When you have an 
arrangement you like, glue the sticks 
to each other with dabs of glue 
at all the connecting points. Let \ 
the glue dry before continuing. 


Paint the wreath with the green 
poster paint. 


Thread the green yarn through the 
sticks and tie the two ends of the yarn 
together as a hanger for the wreath. 


Make a bow for the wreath from red 
yarn or ribbon. Glue the bow at the 
top of the wreath. Glue red beads or

Sprinkle the glue with buttons 
to make a button tree. Do not put 
the buttons on flat. Overlap and 
stack them for a nice three- 
dimensional effect. Shape a 
tree with your fingers, adding 
more glue over the top buttons 
if needed. 


When the glue has dried, cut 
the tree shape out. 


Decorate the button tree by 
wrapping it with a sparkle 
stem to look like garland.

Using a red paper napkin, folded 
as it comes in the package, cut a 
triangle Christmas tree shape at 
the point of the two bordered 
sides. This can be done quite easily 
by folding the napkin in half and cutting half 
a tree design at the fold. 

Open up the napkin so that you can see 
the cut tree shape at all four corners of the 
napkin. Open up a green napkin and put 
the red napkin on top of the green one, so 
that the green napkin shows through the cut 
trees and around the edge of the red one if it 
is slightly larger (although it doesn’t need to 
be). Arrange the napkins so that the 
folds of the two match exactly. Fold 
the two layers of the napkin back 
into quarters. 

Fold the napkins in half again at the 
point, just the way you did when you 
cut the tree shape. Punch a hole below 
the tree shape through all the layers. 

Open the napkin up again. Cut 
four 6-inch (15-cm) pieces of yarn. 

Thread a piece of yarn through 
the two holes punched below 
each tree and tie the yarn in a 
bow below the tree. 

Tie the two napkins together at all 
four corners and top each tree with a 
gold star. Fold the napkin back up again. 

Make a pretty holiday napkin for each 
person at your holiday table.

Use a holly-covered 
clothespin to hang up each 
Christmas card you receive.

Glue two sticks into an X shape 
so that the bottom ends are about 
2Vi inches (6.5 cm) apart and the 
top ends are about 3W inches 
(9 cm) apart. Glue a second pair 
of sticks in an X shape that is 
identical to the first pair of 
sticks. Do this by placing one 
pair of sticks on top of the other 
to make sure the match is exact. 
These will form the base for 
the manger. 


It will be easier to glue the liner 
sticks in the manger if you use mod¬ 
eling clay to hold the two bases 
upright while you glue the five sticks 
across each side. Once the glue has 
dried, the manger can be removed from 
the clay and will stand on its own. 


Paint the manger brown and let it diy. 


Glue some craft moss in the manger 
to look like hay. 
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Use the pom-pom to make the head of 
the baby, gluing on some yarn bits for 
hair. Glue the two wiggle eyes on the 
pom-pom below the hair. Cut a 4-inch 
(10-cm) square from the blue felt for a 
blanket for the baby. Glue the head on 
one point of the square. Fold the two 
side points of the square to the center 
and glue them in place under the chin 
of the baby. Fold the bottom point up 
to meet the side folds of the blanket 
and glue it in place. Use the clothespin 
to hold the folds of the felt blanket 
together until the glue is dry. Glue the 
wrapped baby in the manger. 

Shape a small star for the baby from 
the yellow pipe cleaner. Trim off any 
extra pipe cleaner you do not need. 
Attach the star to one end of a 6-inch 
(15-cm) piece of black pipe cleaner. 

Glue the other end of the pipe cleaner 
under the moss at the head of the baby 
in the manger. When the glue has 
dried, arrange the star so that it hangs 
above the head of the baby.

Cut the cuff off the colorful sock to make 
a hat for the snowman. Pull the cuff 
down over the gathered neck of the 
shirt at the top of the snowman. Glue 
the cuff hat in place. Roll the bottom 
edge of the cuff up to form the brim of 
the hat. Close the top of the cuff with a 
rubber band. Glue the red pom-pom at the 
top of the hat. 


Use the fabric scrap to cut a scarf for the snow¬ 
man, and tie it around his neck. 


Cut a carrot nose for the snowman from the 
orange felt. Cut circles of black felt for the eyes, 
mouth, and buttons of the snowman. Glue the 
face pieces and buttons on the snowman. 


Give the snowman a Christmasy look by cut¬ 
ting two holly leaves from the green felt and 
some holly berries from the red felt. Glue the 
holly on one side of the snowman. 


This snowman will not melt, even when you 
give him a Christmas hug! 


I Push the sleeves to the inside of the shirt. 
Gather the fabric around the neck opening 
and hold it together with a rubber band. 

Stuff the top part of the shirt with fiberfill for 
the head of the snowman. Use a rubber band 
to hold the head stuffing in place and form 
the neck.

Staple the paper to the side of one bag, stapling only the 
back of the bag, behind the liner. Also, staple the paper 
along the bottom edge of the bag, through both sides of 
the bag. 


Staple the side of the next bag to the side of the 
first bag, making sure that the openings face 
in the same direction. Staple all the bags 
together to form a strip of five bags. 


Cut a piece of paper to fit in the lid of the 
shoe box. Staple the piece to the side of the 
last bag in the row, stapling behind the 
liner. Also, staple the paper along the bot¬ 
tom edge of the bag, through both sides of 
the bag.

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Glue the back paper on one end of 
the row of bags onto the bottom of 
the box. Glue the back paper on 
the other end of the row of bags 
onto the lid of the shoe box. Let 
the glue dry. 


Cut Christmas shapes to glue on 
the lid of the box. Label the box 
with your name and the year. 


Use tape to attach favorite cards, photos, 
and small favors to the paper liners in the 
bags. To display your collection, pull the lid 
out from the box. When Christmas is over, 
fold your memories back into the box.

Trim off any large 
extra pieces of tissue paper and 
tuck the ends into the box, pressing the 
roll of toilet tissue way into the box to hold the 
tissue in place while the glue dries. If you have a 
lot of drippy glue inside the box, you might 
want to cover the roll of toilet tissue with a 
piece of plastic wrap first to keep it clean 
and to prevent gluing it inside the box. 

When the glue has dried, remove the roll, 
take off the plastic wrap, and slide the 
roll back into the cover.
